same prlcllco obtains generally in tho 
United States, but a number of cities 
have adopted ulrlngent rules which 
uro working satisfactorily. 


In New York city, previous to Ihe 


laying of a new pavement, the city de- 
| imrtiiiuntB and utility companies which 
have subsurface struclures are noli- | 
lied and ordered lo make such repairs, 
renewals anil extensions as will care 
adequately for their service for sev- 
eral years lo come. 
Thereafler per- 


mits for street opening are not grant- 
ed for periods varying from one to' 
three years, depending upon tlie neces- 
sity of the ease and Ihe condition of 
tho pavement. 
Tho standard period 


Is Ihree years in case a great neces- 
sity is not shown and tho pavement IB 
in good condition. 


Tho pavemenl is restored under tlie 


L-yo of an Inspector and is done with 
Ihu very grualesl of care, the back- 
Illling material being placed In llil.-i 
layers, carefully welled aud rammed. 
Moreover. Ibo department or utility 
must vlo tho work at Its own expense, 
and must, in addition, furnish a bond 
equal in amount to about double the 
cost of Ihe pavement disturbed. Tlie 
bond is forfeited iu case the pavemenl 
settles or proves uuaatisfactory in 
other respects. 


It has been proposed in a'number of 


cities to build tunnels for the various 
underground facilities, but after a care- 
ful investigation of the subject in Now 
York several years ago, an adverse de- 
cision was reached, the commission 
holding that the regulation above de- 
scribed lessens the nuisance consid- 
erably and guaranlees a satisfactory 
restoration of the pavemeut.—Engi- 
neering Record.
